A HORRIBLE CONFESSION. 


Edward Tappan Tells How His Brother 
John Killed Mrs, Maybee and Her 


Hunter's Point, L. I.. Jan. 18.—Edward 
Tappan, arrested for connection with the 
Townsend outrages, confessed that his brother 
John and himself were concerned in the mur- 
der of Mrs. Maybee and her daughter at Brook- 
ville. The tollowing is bis confession: 


I know who took the lives of Lydia and Annie 
Maybee the evening of Nov. 17. It was John B. 
Tappan, my brother. He was in the barn when 
Mrs. Maybee came in. Iwas not in the barn. I 
saw John go in the barn; he went in the double- 
doors; I was at the front side of my house when he 
went in feeding the pigs. 

CHOKING uns. MAYBEE. : 

When John choked the old lady to death I was at 
the front barn. I saw him; he choked her to 
death on the barn-floor, He caught her by the 
wrist with one hand and took her by the throat 
with the other. [saw him do it. It was light 
enough for me to see in the stable. She came in 
for leuves. John was standing in the stable where 
the leunves were. It took from ten to fifteen min- 
ute’ to choke her to death. After she was dead 
John picked her up and laid her in the back stable. 
Isaw him throw some leaves over her; I was 
standing on the barn-floor very near the opening in 
the door that goes down in the stable. I saw the 
whole thing myself. 

After she was dead John said: “Iam going to 
wait for Annie; I am going to choke her, too; if I 
choke her no one will know about iv; then I can go 
to the house and got money.“ 

ANNIE MAYBEE’S FIGHT FOR HER LIFE. 


Annie opened the barn door about two feet wide. 
When she stepped in the door John grabbed her 
by the right arm and threw her down. I was onthe 
floor about three feet from where he grabbed her. 
He threw her down on the floor, held her by the 
right wrist, put his knee upon her left arm, and 
with his right took her by the throat. She tried to 
get away from him. When he grabbed her by the 
arm she grabbed at his face; she reached his face; 
1 saw her hand close over his nose and mouth; she 
said, ** Let me go’’; that is all she said. Then he 
held her by the throat until she was dead. She 
died in about ten or fifteen minutes, He carried 
her in the stable near her mother and covered her 
all up with leaves, and sad: Now I am going to 
the house.”’ .

The satisfactory conclusion of the Dearborn 
street condemnation case by the confirmation 
of the assessment-roll will settle a piece of liti- 
gation, which in one shape or another has been 
going on ever since the fire, and also give an 
impetus to improvements on the South Side 
now that the location of the street is definitly 
settled.

TEN THOUSAND ACRES IN VINES, 


Red Bluff (Cal.) People’s Cause: We had the 
pleasure recently of viewing tre immense vine- 
yard of Gov. Stanford, at Vina. The Vineyard 
is probably the largest in the State. There are 
at present 10,000 acres planted in grapevines of 
different varieties, the greater portion of which 
are young and as yet have not been productive. 
The old Gerke vineyard, which forms the 
nucleus, covers a space of 7,500 acres; to this 
1,000 acres of young vines were added in 1882 
and 1.500 acres in 1863, The system that has

but e&tend a great length and contain about 
100 acres each. In this way the system of irri- 
gation is made complete and all the land re- 
ceives an equal proportion of water. Every 
two of these blocks are planted to a different 
variety of grapes. The main ditches, run east 
and west across the field, and where field is 
uneven intersecting ditches are made. In 
some cases it has been necessary to construct 
flumes to carry the water over lower lands. A 
flume 1,800 feet long has been built to carry 
water over the alfalta flelds.

The Pressing Need of Having a Govem-

Some Interesting Facts About Its Mineral Re- 
sources, Fisheries, and Climate. 


Norts Parr, Neb., Jan. 14—[Editor of The 
Tribune.|—The annual faree of presenting 
bills for the establishment of civil gov- 
ernment in the Territory of Alaska is now be- 
ing played in Congress. The presentation is 
always accompanied by an eloquent memorial 
from the exiled American citizens in that re- 
mote Territory. Heretofore all these bills have 
been smothered in the committee-room, never 
being permitted to seefthe light until the annual 
farce is reénacted. That there has been strong 
and secret influence to prevent ail legislation 
for that Territory there is no doubt, or the peo- 
ple would not have appealed in vain du the 
last fifteen years for the inherent rights of 
American citizenship. Up to the present the 
only law in the land has been that ot brute 
force eked out by the military or naval author- 
ities that happened to present. That the 
result has n barren ghastly troubles is 
not due fo. the protecting arm of the law, 
dut the strong natural love of fair play 
which characterizes the men of American and 
British descent. Every obstacle to the devel- 
opment of the country, of its inexhaustibl 
wealth in timber, fish, and minerals, has been 
utilized, untileven now, nearly twenty years 
after its purchase by the United States, there 
are scarcely more than a thousand American 
citizens throughout that vast extent of terri 
tory. 

The glory of any country is not so much in 
its wealth and culture as it is in the principle 
that each individual citizen of the State, 
wiferever he may happen to be, always 
feels that the protecting power of his Govern- 
ment will sufely look after his rights. An 
American citizen going to Alaska leaves law 
behind him, and from the moment he steps, on 
Alaskan shores must become a law unto hi 
self or sink in the stru%gie. No magistra 
no Judges, no civil or criminal rts, no pub- 
lic spirit, nothing but selfish individuality. No 
matter what the natural wealth of the coun- 
try, capital, as is natu will not come in 
where it receives no protecti6n. With law and 
order established according to the faith of the 
United States Government, on its cession by 
Russia, there Would have been by this time 
towns and villages dotted along the margin of 
its magnificent inland waters, and its fisheries 
would iving employment to thousands, its 
timber would keep busy the hands of thousands 
more, without at all taking into consideration 
the mineral wealth of its vast mountain chains. 


ITS BESOURCES. 


One continuous belt of timber covers every 
portion of the land that is seen from the deck 
of the steamer as the traveler proceeds north- 
ward from Victoria, B. C., to the mouth of 
Glacier Bay. The timber is not ‘confined toa 
mere fringe of the coast, but grows dense and 
luxuriant on the mountain-sides as high as 
2,000 feet above the level of the sea. The prin- 
cipal varieties are spruce, alder, etc., but the 
most valuable is the yellow cedar’ or Alas- 
ka cedar.” The latter is a 
ful light wood, el 
beautiful polish, and retains its pleasant 
aromatic odor a longtime. As a firewood, it is 
used principally by the Indians for 600 miles 
along the coast, and is the best in the Territory, 
burning with a bright fiame and leaving little 
or no ashes behind. This wood isnow becom- 
ing very much in demand for the interior finish- 
ing and decoration of houses. At present there 
are only two mills inthe Territory, and this 
dense, forest, extending for nearly 700 miles 
alo e coast, has scarcely heard the ring of 
the woodman's ax. 

From the Straits of Fuca to Glacier Bay the 
traveler is continually called upon to wonder 
at and admire the magnMicent and ever-vary- 
ing mountain scenery. The detise growth of 
dark-green forests ascending from the water’s 
edge up to the snow-line—the endless variety 
of mountain forms, dome-like, pyramidal, and 
serrated. Nearly every depression in the 
mountain chain presents a view of a glacier, 
from the full-grown specimen with its foot 
coming close to the water to the 
little baby just peeping down from its 
rocky cradle. The smooth railing is something 
that charms every traveler bound for Southeast 
Alaska. From the Straits of Fuca to Juneau 
City, the gold-mining camp 250 miles above Sit- 
ka, the steamer glides through picturesque 
channels, canals, and straits, and only in two 
instances is it necessary to take the outer wa- 
ters of the Pacific. : 

THE FISH. 

Of the number, and variety, and succulence 
of its fish, more room to describe them ade- 
quately would be necessary than 
your valuable paper could well  af- 
ford. The banks off Yakutat, just a 
little north of Glacier Bay have already be- 


come celebrated for the codfish, and no doubt 


will furnish in the near future a vast field for 
the employment of capital and labor to secure 
the finny treasures that, from all reports, are 
practically inexhaustible. Drop a hook in any 
of these immense stretches of inland waters, 
end especially amid the Alexandrine Archipel- 
ago, and in a moment a fish will be at the bait.

the spring of 1881 the writer was in Sitka, and 
was a witness to one of the most wonderful 
sights in the Bay of Sitka. For more than a 
week the waters of the bay, covering an area 
of fifteen or twenty square miles, was as white 
as milk with fish spawn, extending as far asthe 
eye could see. The were so numerous 
that people were gather them from the 
water along the beach with their hands and 
filling baskets with them. The Indians placed 
spruce boughs in the water, and when these 
were taken out not a particle of the original 
green but what was covered with a thick 
coating of eggs. Au Indian in a canoe with a 
stick about seven feet long and for a distance 
of about two feet studded with nails, points 
outward, os the water with this crude imple- 
ment, each dip in he water bringing up from 
two to seven fish, and filling his canoe in some- 
what less than forty-five minutes. The fore- 
sxoing facts were transmitted to Prof. Spencer 
F. Baird, of the Smithsonian Institute, who ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the information in

The Northwest Trading Com has estab- 
lished a * fish oil trying” wo ‘on Kilisnoo 


Island, about 100 miles north of Sitka. From 
late reports the works are running day and 
night, and no doubt handsome dividends will 
be the result of the season’s work. There are 
fish enough in these waters for a large number 
of rich oil-works. Salmon canneries are being 
erected at different places along the coast. The 
cannery at Klawok has been paying handsome- 
ly for a number of years past. This 
last year canneries were erected at 
Sitka, Chileaht, and some intermediate 
point. With the waters teeming with fish and 
the woods filled with game, it is the paradise of 
hunters and poor men. A fish-hook and line 
and shotgun, and these implements even in the 
hands of an amateur, will keep a man in food 
and clothing all the year round. 
MINERAL RESOURCES. 


Nearly every little stream as it plunges 
down its steep, rocky bea travels through 
more or less auriferous strata and de- 


posts its treasures here and there on 
its brawling course. Gold has been found all 
along the coast from the Stakeen River, near 
Fort Wrangell, as far north as Yakulat. Im- 
mediately around Sitka a dozen rich claims 
have been discovered, which are now lying un- 
developed through untoward circumstances, 
chief among which are the lack of civil law to 
protect capital and mismanagement in the 
earlier attempts at development.

Commissioner 
Klehm also made a little stir by telling ot his 
having found a lot of human bones in the attic 
of the asylum. This matter was explained. 
however, by the statement that the bones were 
the remnants of limbs amputated years ago at 
the Poor-House by Dr, Cunningham.

Sugars are easier. Coffees are receiving increased 
attention and are quoted strong. There is a light 
movement in dried fruits, canned goods, and fish, 
with no important variation in prices. Butter and 
cheese remain firm, fine goods having rather an 
advancing tendency.
